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Requirements To Vote, Run 
In City Election On Sept. 16 

Election day for the Greenbelt City Council is just three 
months away, on September 16, to b exact. All citizens should 
be aware of the requirements to make them eligible to vote or 
run for office. Do you know, for example, whether you are quali¬ 
fied to vote, or how to nominate the candidate of your choice, or 
when and where to register? 

Here are the regulations for citi¬ 
zen participation in Greenbelt City 
elections. 

Anyone who is eligible to vote in 
Greenbelt City elections is eligible 
to run for one of the five seats 
on the city council. ELECTION 
DAY is September 16, 1969; the 
term of office is two years. 

Registration 

REGISTRATION DAY for vo¬ 
ters is ANY DAY, from 8:00 a.m. 
to 4:30 p.m. — just go to the city 
offices and sign up with the city 
clerk. If you work during the day 
and can’t register then, wait until 
special registration days, which 
will be held on Saturdays and 
evenings, are announced later in 
the summer. 

Once you have registered for 
Greenbelt elections, you need not 
register again as long as you live 
here continuously, provided you 
have voted in at least one of the 
two previous city elections. If 
you’ve never registered here or if 
you moved out of town and then 
moved back or if you missed vo¬ 
ting in two elections, it will be 
necessary to register again under 
the same provisions. 

Eligibility 

To be eligible to vote in Green¬ 
belt council elections you must be 
a citizen of the United States, at 
least 21 years of age, must have 
lived in Greenbelt at least six 
months immediately preceding the 
election. Employees of the U. S. 
government, residing In Greenbelt, 
are eligible to vote in the city elec¬ 
tion and run for city council posts. 
If you — or your candidate — 
are eligible to vote, here’s what 
must be done to get a ’place on the 
ballot for City Councilman: 

1- Get at least 50 and not more 
than 60 of the qualified registered 
voters to sign a nomination peti¬ 
tion form or get some from the 
city clerk; she also has an infor¬ 
mation form that will be helpful. 
You may use one sheet of paper 
or several. There were 2122 reg¬ 
istered voters as of the November 
1968 Referendum. 

2- Submit the signed petition to 
her (together with a $3 filing fee) 
not earlier than July 18 and not 
later than August 18 at 5 p.m. On¬ 
ly registered voters signatures are 
valid, and a voter may sign only 
ONE nomination petition even 
though he may vote for five can¬ 
didates, Therefore, the city clerk 
will disqualify a voter's signature 
on the second and all subsequent 
petition she receives on which it 
appears. 

This means a voter should think 
twice before signing a nomination 
petition for someone he isn’t really 
eager to back; it would make him 
unable to nominate anyone else. 
This also means that the candidate 
(or the backers of a candidate) 
who file their petitions early in the 
July 18 - August 18 period will 
have more time in which to get 
additional signatures to validate 
the petition. 

Married women signers of peti¬ 
tions should use the form Mary 
Doe, not Mrs. John Doe. The re¬ 
cords show them as Mary Doe and 
if the city clerk doesn't recognize 
the name in its married form, she 
may not be able to check and 
accept it. 

3- Within 7 days of filing of a 
valid petition, the city clerk noti¬ 
fies the candidate. The latter then 
has 7 days within which to accept 
the nomination. (In some cases 
petitions are circulated without the 
candidates say-so.) The ballot car¬ 
ries only persons nominated this 
way. Rut you can write in names 
when you vote. 

That’s all there is to it. On Sep¬ 
tember 16 there will be an election. 
If five candidates fail to win at 
least 40 percent of the votes cast, 
there will be a run-off election 7 
days later. In the run-off election 
the ballot will consist of those un- 
seccessful candidates receiving the 
highest number of votes, up to 
twice as many names as there 
are positions to be filled. 
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Jaycees Honor Leo Gerton 

The Greenbelt Junior Chamber of 
Commerce held its Annual Instal¬ 
lation & Awards Night on June 17 
at a banquet at the Fireside Res¬ 
taurant. 

The highlight of the evening was 
the granting of the Jaycee’s Dis¬ 
tinguished Service Award, given 
for “outstanding service” to a 
very surprised City Councilman, 
Leo Gerton. In demonstrating 
that Greenbelt can indeed keep a 
secret, it should be noted that Leo 
Gerton was the only one of more 
than 40 civic and community lea¬ 
ders present who was not aware 
that this award, the highest at¬ 
tainable nationallly, was about to 
be bestowed upon him. In an¬ 
nouncing the Award, outgoing 
President, Greg White, described 
Gerton as “a quiet dedicated man” 
and said of him that ‘through his 
loyal, faithful and unselfish ef¬ 
forts, he has made a great con¬ 
tribution to his community, state 
and nation.” 

State Senator, Steny Hoyer, 
Chairman of the Prince Georges 
County State Senate Delegation, 
in presenting the Award, congra¬ 
tulated Councilman Gerton “on the 
recognition you have received for 
your outstanding contribution to 
your community.” He said further 
that “such men as yourself are 
really the great men of our socie¬ 
ty.” 

Following the presentation the 
Jaycees held their Installation for 
new officers, James Nelson was 
installed as the new President, 
John Walsh as External Vice- 
president, David Conley as Inter¬ 
nal Vice-president and Robert Har- 
die as State Director for the 
Greenbelt Jaycees.

City Notes 

On Friday, June 20, City Mana¬ 
ger James K. Giese and Director 
of Public Works Albert S. Attick 
made a field trip at the invitation 
of the Division of Demonstration 
Operations of the Bureau of Solid 
Waste Management of the Public 
Health Service, U.S. Dept, of 
Health, Education and Welfare. 
Despite the impressive title of 
their hosts and an invitation re¬ 
ceived two months earlier, the goal 
of the journey was modest enough 
— to survey what was formerly 
called the Kenilworth Dump of 
the District of Columbia. Now re¬ 
named the Kenilworth Landfill^ 
the site offers a demonstration 
model of up-to-date landfill oper¬ 
ations. Public officials from many 
nearby municipalities were invited 
to participate in the Friday tour. 

* * * 

The Parks crew accomplished a 
variety of specialized odd jobs dur¬ 
ing the preceding week, in addi¬ 
tion to regular daily duties at the 
Lake Park and Braden Field. Op¬ 
erating the chipper machine for 
one whole day, they had chips 
enough to mulch many municipal 
playgrounds and the area near 
the concession stand at the lake. 
They removed two dead trees at 
the lake, re-tied newly planted 
trees in Boxwood Village, and 
sprayed trees and shrubs in 
the Center mall They also ap¬ 
plied a killing spray to large 
patches of poison ivy near the 
walkway from 6 Ridge to Lake¬ 
side Dr. and cleaned out trash 
and debris from the small park 
between Greenway and Fayette in 
the Lakewood subdivision, 

* * * 

The main Public Works crew 
finished erecting a fence around 
three sides of the silt basin near 
the peninsula at the lake and re¬ 
paired the plastic feed line from 
the soda ash pump at the swim¬ 
ming pool. Two men from the 
crew worked all week cleaning 
storm sewer catch basins through¬ 
out the city. This was not a sup¬ 
erficial cleaning of debris from 
near the surface. The men climb¬ 
ed down deep into those catch ba¬ 
sins that have not been function¬ 
ing properly to clear away what¬ 
ever had been clogging them. All 
of this work was centered in the 
GHI areas of the city. 

* * * 

Excavation by an outside con¬ 
tractor at the landfill site is now 
complete. Work on curbs and gut¬ 
ters for Crescent Rd. began this 
week. A third outside contrac¬ 
tor, hired by the owner of the 
municipal commercial center pro¬ 
perty, is replacing a stretch of 

badly broken sidewalk in front 
of the entrance to the bank.

Mrs. John Patton, 24 Lakeside, 
has withdrawn her request for a 
special rezoning to permit her to 
display a professional real estate 

broker’s nameplate outside her res¬ 
idence, according to word receiv¬ 
ed by the city from the District 
Council. 


State Roads Acts On 
Road Repair, Red Light 

The city netted a “yes” answer 
a “probably,” and a “no” to three 
requests recently addressed to the 
office of the State Roads Commis¬ 
sion. In a letter received on Fri¬ 
day, June 20, the city was inform¬ 
ed that within two weeks the 
Roads Commission will repair a 
badly eroding ditch along Ridge 
Rd. between Crescent and Ivy 
Lane. 

In the “probably” category was 
a request made on the recom¬ 
mendation of City Manager James 
K. Giese and approved by the tech¬ 
nical staff for the Commission 
that a sign be erected for north¬ 
bound traffic on Kenilworth Ave. 
allowing a right turn on the red 
light into Crescent Rd. Traffic cur¬ 
rently backs up at that point for 
a considerable distance as vehicles 
exiting from the Beltway for 
Greenbelt merge with Kenilworth 
traffic just south of Crescent. The 
Commissioners themselves must 
now approve the request before 
such a sign can be erected. 

The city's third request to the 
Commission was turned down as 
“not desirable under the present 
circumstances.” This was a pro¬ 
posal to construct a U-turn lane 
through the median strip of Ken¬ 
ilworth Ave. to allow traffic from 
Springhill Lake to turn north to 
enter the Beltway without having 
to pass through the Greenbelt Rd. 
intersection. 

As a means of sweetening the 

denial, however, the Roads Com¬ 
mission informed the city that the 
Traffic Safety Division is current¬ 
ly conducting a new study of the 
Edmonston Rd.-Greenbelt Rd.- 
Kenilworth Ave. intersection with 
a view to discovering whether the 
timing of traffic signals there 
should be revised.

Merely 
ask for a special trash pick-up 
and designate the type of trash 
and where it will be placed. 


City Borrows $ 60,000 

On Thursday, June 19, the city 
of Greenbelt consummated a 
$60,000 bond anticipation loan 
from Suburban Trust Co. The 
major portion of the loan will be 
used to pay the' building costs on 
the new addition to the Firehouse 
until such time as the city sells 
its bonds. 

Present at the meeting as repre¬ 
sentatives of the city were City 
Manager James K. Giese, City 
Treasurer Mabel L. Kandler, City 
Solicitor Emmett Nanna, and the 
city's bond attorney, H. Warren 
Buckler. 

During the course of the meet¬ 
ing Buckler also explored various 
aspects of the current bond mar¬ 
ket, such as when and how to sell 
to maximize the city's financial 
situation.

Fire Prevention Tip 
For June

PAINT AND GASOLINE 

During the months ahead paint¬ 
ing in and around the house and 
giving proper attention to the lawn 
that needs cutting bring forth the 
ever-present need for caution in 
the storage of gasoline as well as 
left over paint. Do not use a glass 
container in the storing of either 
of these highly combustible liquids. 

Remember these three items of 
importance: 

1. Always be sure fids are down 
tight on paint cans and use either 
a metal container or, better yet, 
a safety can in storing gasoline. 
'Hiis container can be purchased 
at a very low price. 

2. Do not store under the stair¬ 
well leading to the second floor of 
your home; if stored in a base¬ 
ment, keep away from any source 
of an open flame. Whenever pos¬ 
sible store outside or in your ga¬ 
rage; however, one factor to be 
considered is that a garage is not 
always the safest place, especially 
if it is attached to the home. 

3. Always store out of the reach 
of children. 

Your Fire Department repeats 
these cautions over and over with 
the hope that they will never be 
called to respond to a call caused 
by any negligence by home ow¬ 
ners. Yet there are many cases 
each year where children and 
adults are severely burned or suf¬ 
fer permanent injury or lose their 
lives—not to mention a high loss 
in property damage.
